Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of a method of forming a bracket in the reply filed on 
July 10, 2006 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the claims have a single 
inventive concept. This is not found persuasive because the claims show different technical 
features, as stated in the Office Action filed June 8, 2006. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL.

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Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such fiill, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 4 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. In claim 4, there is no clear disclosure on the forming tool's capabilities and in claim 
10, there is no clear disclosure on the position of the regions after bending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Machida (US 
Patent 4,784,920). Machida discloses a method of forming a bracket including the steps of 
cutting out a blank from a sheet of composite material (Column 3, lines 11- 20), the blank having 
at least one fold line defining first and second regions of the blank, the fold line extending only 
partially across the blank and then using a forming tool, undertaking a bending operation to bend 
the blank about the fold line only to create a predetermined angle between the first and second 
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regions to form a three-dimension shape (Column 3, lines 36-60). Curing the bracket 
concurrently with the bending operation (Column 4, lines 1-4) and wherein the bending 
operation is completed before curing begins (Colunm 4, lines 35-38). 

7. Claims 1, 3, 5, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fogg 
III (US Patent 4,210,694), as best understood. Fogg, III discloses a method of forming a bracket 
including the steps of cutting out a blank from a sheet of composite material (Column 3, lines 
44), the blank having at least one fold line defining first and second regions of the blank, the fold 
line extending only partially across the blank (Column 3, lines 53-54, Figure 7), and then using a 
forming tool (male mold member), undertaking a bending operation to bend the blank about the 
fold line only to create a predetermined angle between the first and second regions to form a 
three-dimension shape, curing the bracket after the bending operation (Column 4, lines 42-57). 
After the bending operation the first region of the bracket extends either side of the plane of the 
second region of the bracket (see all figures). Including the step of undertaking a fiirther bending 
operation to bend the blank about a fiirther fold line (fold line 48). 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure and fiirther shows the state of the art. US Patent 4,338,808 and 5,062,284.
